\= has been stated <0 many times and in many difterent ways. 
the whole philosophy of the Wisdom Religion 1s based on the Law 
01 Karina, which. in conjunction with the doctrine of Reincarnation, 
o1ves to the Wisdom Religion a system which 1s based upon absolute 
justice to all.

\Ve also hear of *good karma” and bad karma,” but if we look 
into the meaning of the word we will find that all karma is good in 
the higher meaning, that what tastes good to the senses 1s perhap- 
not 0. good tor the spirit as that which 1s hitter to the taste of th: 
lower man. 

The word karma 1s derived from a Sanskrit word meaning to do 
All action 1s karma. The heavenly bodies move in their established 
orbits under the 1mpulse of karma.

Look where vou will in the material 
orld, the mental and the spiritual, you will find everywhere the 
lent worker, the Law of Karma, building, always building upwards, 
aking the raw materials of earth, air and water, energizing them 
1th the Father Sun, and pushing them along toward their ultimate 
val of pertection. 
S0 we see that, taken 1n 1ts larger sense, the word karma really 
cans the Deity in action. 
In material things we can readily see the working of this law. 
\ © know that any effect on the plane of matter 1s the result of an 
xactly equivalent cause, that nothing can happen without a canse, 
1d that each action produces its exact effect. Looked at trom 
nother angle, this 1s really a balancing or adjustment of torces. 
1 we throw a ball into the air it will go ju<t as far upwards as the 
nNergy we exert will carry it, and as s0on as the energy 1s exhausted 
” overbalanced by the attraction of the earth it will come down 
gain. 1f we mix two parts of hydrogen with one part of oxvgen, 
ve will get water as a result—not only sometimes, but always. So 
t 15 all through nature. Each act produces a definite, specific result ; 
ach force expended reacts again upon the center from which 1t 
riginated, just as with an electric current the negative pole mutt he 
rounded or connected with the starting point, or the circuit will 
e incomplete and the current will not flow. 
[In metaphysics the word 1s often used to indicate the eftects ot 
\hich our own past actions were the causes. But are not all the 
1cidents which come to us the effects of our past actions * This 1s 
1e teaching, and if it be true then each of us stands today or at an 
me exactly where we belong. We are what we have made our- 
1ves, and we and we alone can build up our tuture trom our present 
| carve and mould it into any form we will. 
So, in the consideration of the question let us think of karma 
>t as something outside of ourselves which punishes us when we 
e bad and rewards us when we are good, but as an mperscnal 


rce of exact balance which 1s building up our character along 
0lutely just lines, taking each experience and from 1t demon- 
rating the result of that experience in our <oul growth. 

We are so prone to consider pleasure the supreme goal of hte 
ce Spend our lives in chasing the rainbow, trying to get this or that 
"1th the thought that when we do attain it we will be truly happy. 
lv to find in most cases that it turns to dust and ashes 1m the 


mth. when we leave it and direct our aim toward another goal 
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which, in turn, proves equally elusve. So man goes through hte 
aiter life, passing trom one phase to another, perhaps in one 1ncar- 
nation absorbed in the pursuit of pleasure, in another of knowledge, 
1alwavs coming in time to the realization that perfect lasting sat1s- 
faction cannot be got in this wav. 

\fiter a while the tine comes when man realizes that pleasure 1s 
not the true aun of hte, neither 1s knowledge nor book-learning, but 
that trom these many experiences through which he passes some- 
thing within him 1s d:stilhng a $subtle essence which we will call 
ISdoMm. Just as the bee flits from flower to flower gathering the 
nectar from each and storing it im the hive for future use, $0 the 
human Soul takes the essence out of each experience 1t encounters 
and adds 1t to 1ts swm total ot wisdom. 

Pleasure and pain pass before the mind and leave on 1t certain 
pictures, and the result of these pictures on the man are what we 
call character. Is it not true that hardship and misery develop 
character quite as much as ease and pleasure, and that quite often 
the most beautiful characters are those which have suttered the most 
and won their way through the greatest difhculties : 

The smile has heen used that wisdom ex1sts alwavs in the mind, 
1ust as fire exists in flint, that the spark struck from the flint by the 
:tcel 1s hke our actions, our pleasures and pains, our Joys and $sor- 
rows. Fach of them <strikes a blow and induces a <spark. The hre 
1s wisdom, and the blows in their aggregate are karma. 

So, looking at 1t from vet another angle we see the man as a 
center against which 1s impinging all kinds of forces, forces of 
temptation, of trial and hardship, the fight against which develops 
Strength and courage, forces of joy and pleasure that may lull him 


to the sleep of satisfaction—all impinging on him from every direc- 


tion and throwing hum continually against the question, *What 1: 


yy 


the right thing to do? 

Now, every country has built up for 1tself a set ot rules of con 
duct. They vary to some extent with each race and even, 1m mino! 
details, in each district; but every race has a definite race 1deal ot 
what 1s right and what 1s wrong, and while they differ from the 
ideals of every other race to a greater or less degree, yet within 
their own boundaries each individual is expected to conform to 
certain rules of conduct and is more or less punished for each infrac- 
tion of this common law. What 1s right in one place 1s not cons1d- 
cred right in another. So there is a sort of local karma which 
attaches to each locality, and he who lives. within its bounds mus! 
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ontorm to 1ts Jaws or suffer in consequence. The va<t majorit\ 

rule their lives according to these laws, observing them more or ess 
<tringently, either hecause they consider it right that thev should do 
0 Or because they fear the unpleasant consequences which will fol- 
w 1t thev break them. 

ut the time comes in the evolution 0] every one when he fcels 
tnat right action may cons1st in more than the blind and docile 
»hedience to any set code of moral or ethical laws, and he looks 
vithin himselft for his guidance toward right action. This, of 
ourse, does not mean that he will substitute license for law. On 
the contrary, he will see more clearlv the necessity and wisdom of 
WVing in accord with the moral law and the law of the land. But 
1s Sphere of influence will hecome . wider and his sense of respon- 
<1hity greater. 

NOW, here we come to the point where karma becomes a con- 
=C10US ald in our development. The easterners, who have made a 
Study of these things tor many ages. have called this "karma-yoga, 
V0ga meaning a voke or union, thus giving us *karma-yoga, or the 
wwatem by which, through karma or action, we may attain unmon 
with our Divine Selves. This 1s a definite svysrem with them. They 
nave those who seek union by meditation and contemplation—a 
vithdrawing of the consctousness from outer things and centering 
it on the inner—and this other <chool of Karma- Yoga, or union 
through action. 

We have Shown how every action is bound up m a cham of 
tions, how each cause has its effect, and each eftect, in turn, 
YecoOmes a cause to produce another effect, and <0 on in an endless 


Processton. How, then, may we obtain union with the Divine 
through action, if action itself is a binding force which holds ns 
firmly enmeshed in the web of matter * The answer to this 1s easy 
0 give but hard to follow. Perform every action which comes to 
vou to do, but do not be attached to the result. Do 1t because 1t 
cems right to do and then let go of it, assuming the attitude that 
vou have done your part and have no further interest in the matter 
except as a disinterested onlooker who studies the working out of 
canse and effect as he would study any lesson. 

This is a great step onward on the Path. Once 1t 15 attained, 


the man becomes a center through which the great building torces 


»f the universe can play. Instead of being, as he formerly was, an 
'rresponsible entity drifting this way and that as any emotion might 


A 


impel him, taking what he conld from life, he finds himselt gra« 
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ually becoming 1dentihed with deeper things; he feels the building 
forces of nature flowing through him in ever-1ncreasing degree, 
finds that he 1s now able to call upon hitherto undreamed-of powers 
and 1s on the righ road toward mastery. 

\Vhat is mastery but the attainment of wisdom? We read in 
the Voice of the Silence © these words: "Seek for him who 1s to 
give thee hirth in the Hall of Wisdom, the hall which lies beyond, 
wherein all shadows are unknown, and where the hght of truth 
Shines with unfading glory.” The preceding paragraphs indicate 
the conditions through which the consctousness must pass before 
it attains consc1ous union with the Master. In the svymbohe lan- 
guage used a state of consciousness 1s called a hall, and one must 
pass successively through the conditions ot heing absorhed entirely 
by sense hfe, through the Hall of Learning, which contains the pit- 
falls of pride, amhition, secli-righteousness, and what not, into this 
Hall of Wisdom where we see things only :m the clear light of truth. 

We all contact this <state—enter this Hall—tfor a hlttle while at 
times; and to the extent that we gain the power to do $0 will be 
our ability to contact the Masters. The Masters dwell in the House 
of Wisdom. If we want to meet them we must enter that Hall. 

So we see that karma 1s that great impersonal force which 1+ 
impelling the universe upward toward its ultimate goal. It 1s the 
Great Teacher, tor by experience alone can we really learn. Tt 1s 
the great Judge, for each action 1s weighed and its result mete«]! 
out by this law. It 1s the Deity m action, guiding us upward, reward- 
ing us when reward will help, punishing us when punishment will 
help, but always absolutely wise and just in all things.

DESTINY AND PLANETS. 
In /$sis Unterled, by H. P. Blavatsky, we read that : *Astrology 
1s 4 =CIence as mfallble as astronomy itself, with the condition, how 
ever. that its interpreters must be equally infallible; and it_ 1s this 


condition, S1NC_gua 10n, $0 very ifhcult of realization, that has 


alwavs proved a <tumbling block to both. Astrology 1s to exact 
astronomy what psvchology 1s to exact physology. In astrology 


and psvchology one has to step beyond the visthle world of matter 
and enter into the domain of transcendent s$pirit. 
The following quotations have been taken s0mewhat at randon 
» 


from the teachings of H. P. B. to show the influence of the planets 


1pon destinv. 
In the Secret Doctrine, H. ÞP. B. says: 


"Yes; *our destiny 1s written in the stars! Only, the closer th: 
union between the mortal reflection MAN and his celestial PRO- 
TOTYPE, the less dangerous the external conditions and subsequent 
reincarnation-e—which neither Buddhas nor - Christs can escape. 
This 1s not superstition, least of all is it Fatalism. The latter implie: 
a blind course of some still blinder power, and man 1s a free agent 
during his stay on earth. He cannot escape his rulmg Destiny, but 
he has the choice of two paths that lead him in that direction, and 
he can reach the goal of misery—i1f such 1s decreed to him, either 
in the snowy-white robes of the Martyr, or in the soiled garments 
of a volunteer in the miquitous course ; for, there are external and 
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nternal conditions which aftect the determination of our will upon 
mr actions, and 1t 1s in our Power to tollow either of the two. "Those 
yho beheve in Karma have to believe in destiny, which, from birth 
© death, every man 1s weaving thread by thread around himself. as 
| Spider does his cobweb; and this destiny is guided either by the 
1eavenly voice of the invisthle prototype outside of us, or by our 
nore intunate astral, or inner man, who is but too often the evil 
remms of the enibodied entity called man. Both these lead on the 
utward man, but one of them must prevail; and from the very 
Degmning of the invicible aftray the stern and implacable law of 
ompensation Steps mm and takes its course, faithfully following the 
[Uuctuations. V\When the last strand 1s woven, and man 1s seemingly 
enwrapped im the net-work of his own doing, then he finds himself 
completely under the empire of this self-made destiny. It then 
1ther fixes hin hke the mert $shell against the immovable rock. or 
carries him away like a feather or in a whirlwind raised by his own 
actions, and this is —KARMA.” _ 

Returning to /$ts Unveiled: . . . after recorded observation 
extending over an indefinite series of years, or ages, the adept 
astrologer would only require to know what the planetary aspects 
were at a given anterior date, and by applying Iis knowledge ot 
the succeeding changes in the heavenly bodies, would he able to 
trace with approximate accuracy the varving fortunes of the per 
-onage whose horoscope was required, and even to predict the 
ſuture. The accuracy of the horoscope would depend, of course, 
no less upon the astrologer's knowledge of the occult forces and 
races in Nature, than upon his astronomical erudition 6 
\gain She writes of these races as follows In the Indian Pantheon 
there are no less than 330,000,000 of various kinds ot <pirits, inctud- 
ng elementals. . . . These beings are known by the adept to be 
attracted toward certain quarters of the heavens by <omething Of 
the same mysterious property which makes the magnetic needle turn 
toward the north, and certain plants to obev the <ame attraction. 
Thus a bilious, lymphatic, nervous or <anguine person would he 
affected favorably or otherwise by varying conditions of the astral 
light, resulting from the correspondingly difterent aspects of the

planetary bodies. 


*Eliphas Levi expounds with reasonable clearness m his Dogme 
et rituel de la haute mavie, the law of reciprocal influences hetween 


the planets and their combined effect upon the mineral, vegetable 
le <tates that the 


and animal kingdom, as well as upon ourselves. 
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astral atmosphere changes trom dav to dav. and trom hour to hour, 
as constantly as the air we hreathe. He quotes approvingly the 
doctrine of Paracel<sus that every man, anmmal. and plant bears 
external and internal evidences of the intlnences dominant at the 
moment of germinal development. { 

The <tars, he remarks, *are hnked to one another hy attrac- 
tions which hold them in equilibrium and cause them to move with 
regularity through <pace. This network of hght stretches from all 
the <pheres, to all the spheres, and there is not a point upon any 
planet to which 1s not attached one of these indestructible threads. 
The precise locality, as well as the hour of hirth, should then be 
calculated by the true adept m astrology : then, when he Shall have 
made the exact calculation of the astral mtluences, 1t remains for 
him to count the chances of his position in hte. the helps or hin 
drances he 1s hkelv to enconnter_ . . . and his natural wmnpulses 
toward the accomplishment of his destinv. He also asserts that the 
man's inherent force of character, his abilitv to conquer difhcultics 
and subdue untavorable propens1ties. and 0 carve out his fortune, 
or his tendency to wait passively for what blind tate may hring, 


must all be taken into account. 


Ouestion: Did. H. P. B. approve of the teachings of Swedenborg ? 
Swoedenborgriun, Philadelphia. 

Answer: Of all mystics, Swedenborg has certainly influenced *Theosophy” 
the most, vet he left a far more profound impress- on official science. For 
while as an astronomer, mathematician, phys1ologist, naturalist and philos- 
opher, he had no rival; in psychology and metaphysics he was certainly behind 
his time. . . . His clairvoyant powers, however, were very remarkable; 
but they d1d not go bevond this plane of matter ; all that he says of subjective 
worlds and spiritual beings 1s evidently far more the outcome of his exuberant 
fancy than of his s$piritual ins1ght. He left behind him numerous works 
which are sadly m1ismterpreted by his followers.—Glossary, H. P. B. In Iss 
(Unveiled She mentions his *frash statements.”
